Vancouvkk, Jau. 17 — If the cold wea- 
ther holds out the Vancouver Hockey club 
will play a hockey mutch on the Lake of 
the Woods. They aro bound to draw a 
crowd if tho gamo takes plaoo. Vancouver 
has some crack men on their team, among 
them J. Virtue, late of the Maple Leaf 
hockey club, Montreal ; R. Cbenoy, Mon- 
treal hockey club ; W. Quann, Ottawa Col- 
lege hockey cluh; If. McGregor, Winnipeg 
hockey club ; H. Quigley, champion fast 
and fancy skater of Manitoba, and other 
crack men. 

Tho protest against the modus operandi 
adopted in the municipal elootion hero 1ns 
fallen through. The objection raised was 
that an assistant deputy returning officer 
was appointed by the deputy returning 
officer contrary to the Act, who wrongfully 
took the ballot papers from the hands of the 
voters and placed them iu tho ballot boxes.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Jan. 17.— A China- 
man's house on a Lulu Island ranch was 
totally destroyed by fire on Sunday morn- 
ing; loss, $2, 000. The Chineso just es- 
caped with their lives. 

The Chief of Police went through China- 
town to-day, and will begin a crusade 
against overcrowding, the same as in 
Victoria.

A rousing mooting in favor of Imperial 
Federation was held this evening, and a 
brunch formed.

Herring objects to certain 
members being on the l'olico committee, 
and us he will not attend tho meetings and 
without him there is no quorum, the busi- 
ness of the city remaius blocked till the 
now elections.

JAPAN'S SEALING 1UG11TS. 

A Discussion us to tho Better Protection of 
the Fishing Grounds Against 
Foreigners. 

Tho Japan Daily Mail contains tho fol- 
lowing article, which will he read with in- 
terest by local sealing men:— 

" It is at once remarkable and admirable 
to observe the accuracy willi which tho Jiji 
Shimpo calculates tho quantity of seals and 
sea-otters captured by toreign vessels en- 
gaged in clandestine hunting in Jupaneso 
waters. How the calculation is made our 
contemporary does not explain, nor can wo 
bo surprised that processes so much beyond 
the range of ordinary arithmetic should bo 
kept as secret us aro tho illegal acts to which 
they refer. Tho results of tho account 
are, however, distinctly startling. Wo 
read that from tho first year of Meiji until 
the present time, tho numhor of vessels on- 
gaged in theso poaching operations —the 
season being from May to July— aggregates 
over a thousand, and the total value of their 
take has been 1'20,0 - J3,000 yen, or 120,Gi.'5 
yen per vessel. Last season, the skins of 
tho otters captured were worth 1,300,000 
yen, and those of the seals 2,495,000 yen, or 
3,795,000 yen in all. To this total our con- 
temporary adds 780,000 yen as tho valuo of 
fchn yminn animals tahen from their mothors. 
and 110,000 yen as the value of the salted 
Uesh sold to tho Chinese, tho grand aggre- 
gate for the season being -1,(105,000 yen. 
"Such," says our contemporary, "is the 
value of the property stolen by foreigners 
who visit our territories, whereas tho Japa- 
nese Marine Products Company's take for 
tho same season was only 20 Jsea-otters, 
valued at 13,000 yen (i.e. G50 yen each) 
and S00 seals, worth 13,000 yen(17 yen each ; 
tho total being tho paltry umount of - 2G,000 
yen. This is barely the 173rd part of the 
harvest reaped by foreign poachers in our 
waters. With four million yen, we could 
build two ironclads. Tho problem of tho 
day is naval development, yet we suffer this 
great source of revenue to bo quietly ex- 
ploited by foreigners. Alike from an econo- 
mical point of view and as a matter of 
national prestige, this state of affairs is to 
be sincerely regretted." 

"If the Jiji Shimpo had statod the bases 
of theso striking calculations, wo should 
find it easier to condemn tho process of 
spoliation so successfully carried on by 
foreigners. But inasmuch as the Japaneso 
cruisers sent yearly to tho Kuriles — where 
tho poaching is said to go on — havo never 
yet been able to capture a foreign schooner 
in flagrante delictu, or even to sight one 
under suspicious circumstances, we find it 
rather difficult to believe that forty schoon- 
ers annually, on the averugo, have fre- 
quented the Chishima waters during tho 
months of May, June and July for twenty- 
five years. Still moro incredible is it that the 
averogo take of each schooner has been 
over 120,000 yen. If such a splendidly lu- 
crative business were really within reach, 
not forty but two or three hundred schoon- 
ers would annually engage in it. We ob- 
serve that the Jiji refrains from indulging 
in the tirade ugainst official incompetence 
which forms the ustiul sequel of journalistic 
reference to poaching by foreign vessels in 
the northern seas of Japan. Probably this 
reticence is to be ascribed to tho perception 
of a fact which, plain though it is, has never 
been noticed by tho vernacular press, name- 
ly, that instead of crying oul to the Govern- 
ment to drive away the poachers, Japaneso 
hunters ought to go themselves to the 
Kurilcs, and occupy the hunting ground 
to the exclusion of foreigners. There 
appears to be some evil genius 
prusiding over Japanese enterprise. 
The Marine Products Company, with 
all its organization and paraphernalia, only 
succeeds in capturing 20, 00O yen worth of 
seals and sea otters in the season, whereas 
every foreign schooner visiting the same 
waters carries off more than five times that 
amount. Why should thero bo such a 
flagrant discrepancy '! Why should foreign- 
ers be able to make five yen for every one 
yen earned by Japanese under precisely 
similar conditions? Bo that as it may, 
however, the point is that until the 
Japanese people themselves show some 
energy and enterprise iu garnering tho 
wealth along their coasts, there is little 
sense in calling upon the Government to ex- 
pend national funds for tho purpose of pre- 
venting foreigners from garnering it. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



The Empress of Japan Makes Port 
All Well, After a Quick and 
Pleasant Trip. 



The Burt Airaiii Keady For Service- 
Sailing- of the Boscowilz -Seal- 
ers Making- Ready. 



With all her passengers on board well 
and with captain, ollicors and crow pleased 
with tho short, pleasant voyage across tho 
Pacific, the C. P. R. steamship Empress of 
Japan dropped anchor in the Royal Roads 
last ovocing. She was at once boarded by 
Dr. Macnaughton Jones, Dominion Quuran 
tine Officer, who, aftor a very careful ex- 
amination of tho passengers, granted the 
pratique ordor. The vessel was then 
boarded by tho Customs officers, etc., who 
went out on tho Louiso, which was acting 
as tender. Thero were 21 Chineso for Vic 
toria, four Chinese women and a Chineso 
child. Only two of the fourteen first saloon 
passengers landed bore, tho others being for 
through points. Tho passenger list was us 
follows : —

The Empress made a quick run across tho 
Pacific, but did not attempt to break any 
records. Sho left Yokohama on Juuuury G, 
and had fair, line weather all tho way. Her 
cargo is a very large one, being principally 
through freight. There wero some 120 
Chineso in all, most of them being for Van- 
couver and Eastern points. 

READY COB SERVICE. 

The little steamer Burt, which bus been 
in the hands of ship carpenters for the past 
three months, is onco moro ready for ser- 
vice. She made her trial trip around to 
Rsquimalt yesterday morning, but tho run 
revealed nothing which required improve- 
ment, so early to-day she will sail for San 
Ju tn Island for a load of farm produce. 
Although sho has been fixed up partly as a 
passenger boat, still sho will not curry on a 
passenger business at present, it being tho 
owner's intentions not to secure a passenger 
license until later on iu the season when 
travel is brisker. For tho present tho 
Burt will moke about two trips a week to 
San Juan Island, putting in the remainder 
of tho time in and around Victoria. A. 
Gilmoro will command the Burt, and W. H. 
Hall go as engineer. 

OFF FOU THE NORTH. 

Stoamor Barbara Boscowitz sailed for 
Northern ports last evening, being well 
leaded down with a mixed cargo, and hav- 
ing a largo number of passengers, among 
whom were: James Langley, R. Draney, J.

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MORE INCENDIARISM. 



A House That Was Fired In Thirteen 
Places, But Woulil Not 
Burn. 

The Framework of a Small Building 
Insured lor Two Thousand 
Dollars. 

Messrs. A. J. MoLollan (foreman), Samuel 
Gray, A. C. Flumerfolt, Walter S. Cham 
bers and S. G. Spence were yesterday after 
noon sworn ai a ipecial jury to investigate 
as to how and by what means the two 
atorey house of Robert McDonald on the 
Gorge road was set on fire on the morning 
of the 7th inBt. The inquest waa presided 
over by Magistrate Maerao, the prosecution 
being conducted by Chief of Police Shep 
pard, and McDonald being represented by 
Mr. Jay (Yates & Jay). 

During the hearing of the case the police 
court was well tilled,' showing the interest 
which is taken in these investigations. 

Mr. D. M. Eborta was the first witness 
He resides on theGorgo road, and on Satur 
day morning, the 7t.li inst., ho loft the 
Transfer stables, Victoria, between 2:30 and 
Sam. A short distance af tor passing the 
jecond bridge he obsorved a light burning 
on the right hand side of the road, 
which he thought waa a burning stump. 
When he camo to the immediate vicinity of 
the house — a two-story new building — ho 
found the fire to he in the house. He tied 
up bis horse and entered by the fronc door. 
In the nortli-eaBt corner of the second room 
he saw that tho fire was falling down from 
what he firBt supposed to bo a flue, hut 
which turned out to bo tho joists. He felt 
satisfied that it was the work of an incen- 
diary, as tho plaster had been knocked 
away from where the base board would go, 
and there being about the remnants of somo 
charred shingles which had been up-ended 
between tho joists. He next went round to 
the back of the house, to tho door of a cabin 
■which had evidently been used by the build- 
ers of tho house. He tried to open tho cabin 
door but did not succeed. The tiro was in 
the rear of the larger house, and had burned 
between the two studs and was nearly 
up to the roof. Not being ablo to 
do anything towards extinguishing the 
lire, ho drove to Mr, Rowbotham's 
house, and ascertained thattho nearest tele 
phone was at Mr. Flumerfelt's, from which 
be communicated with the Qre department. 
On returning to the burning building he 
found Mr. Rowbotham there. Mr. Smith 
brought some buckets from Mr. Rowboth- 
am's, and with the aid of theso the 
fire waB kept in check until tho arrival of 
the chemical engine. 

To Chief Sheppard— When I returned to 
the burning building and met Mr. Row- 
botham there, I showed where I thought 
the firo originated and gave him several 
pieces of charred shingles which we picked 
up there. I siw then that a similar open- 
ing hud been nindo in tho opposite corner, 
which had been stuffed with material which 
h »d been fired, having been Eoaked with 
oal oil, judging from the smell. I also saw 
fire burning in a Bmall room up 
stairj in tho front of the building 
which had evidently beon set in the 
same manner— the plaster broken and tho 
apertures stuffed with inflammable ma- 
terial. ThiB fire had burned up between 
the studs, consuming tho laths, but leaving 
the plaster. There wero Iiko ovidences of 
fire in the np-stairs back room, and also in 
the kitchen, and several other parts of the 
house. When Mr. Smith went buck for 
the buckets, William McDonald uppeared 
ou the scene— about twenty minutes past 
three o'clock. I asked if he owned the 
premises, and he said not. I removed no 
furnituro from the house, hut I observed 
some utensils in tho kitchen and a spring 
mattress. 

To the Foreman : It was impossible for 
the fire to have spread from the first to the 
socond or third place where lire was dis 
covered. They were all independent fires 

Mr. Flumerfeit stated that it waa 3:30 
when Mr. Eberta left his house. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jay, witness said 
that the laths had beeti burned in many 
places, and nothing but tho plaster re- 
mained. 

Charles Smith, who lives on tho Gorge 
Road, depnscd that nlinut 3 1 5 on the morn 
ing of the fire, Mr. Rowbotham came to him 
uml told him that there was a house ou fire 
Witness got up and found tho house to be 
on fire, and flames coming from the roof at 
the rear. He assisted Mr. Kberts and Mr. 
Riwbothani in kenping the fire in check tin 
til the arrival of the chemical engine. He 
subsequently saw a dozen different places 
through the building which had been fired 
He moved no furniture from the building, 
hut noticed a stove in the yard, and in the 
cabin outside a [number of trunks and 
othor things, and a lump which had been 
tinned down very low. 

CrosB-CXiUiiitied by Mr. Jay,— The night 
was bright, and there was no wind, Mc- 
Donald handed ma up several buckets of 
water. Thore was u ladder there which 
reached to the roof. In the rooms which 
hid been fired tho luths had been 
milled cjfj in several places. In a small cup- 
board under the stairway there was u <mau- 
tity of shingles and shavings saturated 
with oil, which had not been set on fire. 

To Chief Sheppard— When I went into 
the cabin at tho rear of the house I found a 
live-gallon tin there, with about one gallon 
of coal oil in it. 

Chief Deasy, of the Firo Department, 
deposed that about 3:20 on the morning of 
the 7th January he received a telephone 
message stating that there wis a fire on the 
Coign marl. Ko at once drove out, and 
meeting with Mr. Eberta, went to (.he near- 
rst box and rupg np tho chemical engine. 
Returning to the Ore he found Mr, Kberts, 
Mr. Smith, Mr. Bowbotbam and a 

'anger there On the arrival of the 
otVrnioal Pngine tho fire was promptly 
••it >ot. Hennxt examined the house and 
found traces of Are in several places down 

dir.. and in three rooms and a closet up- 
stairs. I'he lire in the closet looked as if it 
had been lighted and gone out again. The 
lathing had been burned through, and with 
the slightest pressure the iJuster gave in. 

"I found," sidd the Chief, "traces of 
tire ns fur up us I could reach. The plaster 
had been knocked uwuy in the different 
rooms, and the main lire and most of the 
other fires wero in back rooms. Whut 
furniture there was in the house w.is in the 
kitchen, tho door of which was oft" its 
hinges. A spring -mattress stood against the 
pantry door, .and when removed there waa a 
quantity of shavings and Bhingles standing 
on end, aud all saturated with coal oil. 
This had not keen tired, but there wore 
thirteen Bcparate places in tho houso to 
which firo had been «t. From one 
of tlieBe places f tore a piece of tarred 
paper (produced). Outside the building 
was a large cooking BtoVO, a fender, a table, 
n spring mattress and several other articles 
.if household furniture, In the cabin at the 
rear wero a bench, a live gallon coal oil 
lamp, with some oil in it ; n lighted lump, 



which could not bo seen from the outside, 
a quantity of lumber, trunks, etc. In one 
of the upstairs rooms I found a hatchet 
(produced) with traces of wot plaster on it, 
I subsequently hud a conversation with 
William McDonald, who informed mo that 
ho was coming homo, and when near the 
Methodist church observed that the houso 
was on fire ; also that ho had carried the 
furniture out of tho house on tho previous 
night and put it in the yard ; that 
ho had been living during the 
cold spell in a room upstairs ; that the 
plastorer was going to work, and that he 
(McDonald) was moving into that small 
houso or cabin ; that ho had been over to 
Viotoria West with a man named Bruce, 
but that he intended to sleep in tho little 
houso that night." 

Witness visited the building several times 
Binco tho fire, and on ono occasion was in- 
formed byJMr. Wm. McDonald that, on the 
ovening before tho firo, his brother Robert 
McDonald and himself carried the furniture 
down from tho upper room. 

Cross examined by Mr. Jay, witncs3 said 
that the cabin outaido the main building 
would havo been burned down had the 
main building been destroyed by fire. 

William McDonald was next put in the 
hoi. He is brother of Robert McDonald, 
tho owner of tho houso. While ho waa 
undor examination an important witness 
named Brucs was put out of doors, and lest 
tho publication of McDonald's ovidenco 
would defeat tho object in view, it is held 
ovor until to-morrow. 

Tho court adjourned at seven o'clock to 
meet again at 2 p. m. to day. 

" DOWN IN a'cOAL MINE." 

Experiences of a "colonist" Representative 
Among the Diggers of Dusky Diamonds 
Underneath the ti round. 

(From our own Correspondent) 

Nanaimo, Jan. 16. — Tho principal topic 
of conversation in tho streets to-day was 
tho double hanging which took place this 
morning. The town has been rather quiet 
for some time, and everyone Bccmed to 
welcome the relief from tho ordinary topics 
of conversation, and discussed the dotaila of 
tho elocution with an interest, not to Bay a 
relish. In the afternoon tho Colonist man, 
rather tired of being hung in various styles 
of the art, accepted an invitation to form 
one of a party for the purpose of a trip 
through tho underground workings of tho 
Vancouver Coal Mining company's pro- 
perty. Tho party, consisting of Supt. 
Hussoy of tho Provincial l'olico, Mr. H. 
Munloy of the Toronto Empire, Mr. Win. 
McUregor of tho Vancouver Coal Mining 
compauy, and your correspondent, stepped 
on the cage of shaft number ono. The 
signal waB given, and with a motion soft as 
that of an elevator, we suddenly found our- 
selves at tho bottom of tho shaft, 0f>0 feet 
bolow tho surface. 

Steppiug out at tho station the party 
found itself really " down in a coal mine," 
for on every side the light from the lanterns 
flashed back from walls of glittering jet. The 
first visit was paid to the stables. Here, in a 
tcmperaturo mild as a May moruin 
wero a number of sleek mules, looking fat 
and well kept. They hardly paused to 
glanco around from the munching of cruin, 
for they were just "off shift" and conse- 
quently hungry. Going back past the land- 
ing we found the train of empties waiting 
to return to the pit. Wo were invited to 
get aboard by our genial conductor and 
proceeded to stow ourselves awuy. Somo 
sacks wero provided to keep off the grimo 
from the boxes of tho little cars. Supt. 
Huesey struck an attitude of meditation 
and prayer, the Kmpire man tried to do a 
"Liberty enlightening tho world" aet 
with his lantern, but subsided into a heap 
at the cry, " Look out for live wires." The 
Colonist man did an excellent imitation of 

The Grand Turk" on tho bottom of tho 
box; a spit and sputter of the electric mo- 
tor which gleamed ahead of tho train like 
a gnome out for a lark, and we wero awuy. 

Tho trip was u most interesting und ex- 
citing one. Away wo went, the Bparks fly- 
ing from the motor wheels in streams, und 
the eyea of the tugging demon glaring at us 
for a moment, then blinking out of sight 
around curves, up grade and down. Our 
guide pointed overhead and shouted

ity wharf, when we bade adieu to our 
kindly guide, more impressed than ever with 
the wonders of a coal mine, now seen for tho 
first time.

THE PLAIN TRUTH. 

Dr. Rycraon, w!io is a candirlato for a seat 
in the Provincial Legislature of Ontario, re- 
cently paid a visit to Philadelphia. The kcen- 
cyod reporter was soon aware of his arrival 
iu the Quaker city and lost no time iu inter- 
viewing him. Canada 13 just, now a subject 
of very great interest to the American pub- 
lic, and, by consequence, to Americun news- 
paper men. According to American news- 
mongers aud American news-retailers 
Canada's position, with respect to the 
United States is encroaching and defiant. 
Her railways uro competing successfully 
bub unfairly with those of tho United 
States. She ib, contrary to her treaty obli- 
gations, placing armed cruiaors on the great 
lakes. She is discriminating against tho 
great Republic iu tho matter of canal navi- 
gation and canal tolls. And she is, on 
general principles, much too independent 
and too cheeky for a country with a popula- 
tion of only fiv e millions. Then, it is said 
on the other side of tho line that 
tho gre it bulk of the population of Canada 
is anxious for political union with tho 
United States. The Philadelphia reporter 
was thcrefoie only too glad to get a livo 
Canadian of character and position to 
pump. But Dr. Ryerson was not tho kind 
of fountain of information that the enter- 
prising newspaper man expected. What he 
had to say was not sensational, but rather 
tho reverse. He told tho interviewer the 
plain unvarnished truth about matters and 
things Canadian, and the truth was very, 
different from the fiction which had gained 
currency in the American newspapers. To 
the question'- Is not the Government of 
Canada, in contravention of its treaty obli- 
gations, placing a fleet of guuboats on tho 
great lakes ! Dr. Ryerson gave a prompt 
and an emphatic negative. He wondered 
how General Miles could give credence to 
such a story, and he was still moro Bur- 
prised as welf as disappointed that the 
Genera! did not make a public collection to 
his statement when he found that it was 
utterly untrue. The gunboats about which 
such a noise had been made were cruisers 
built to protect the iushoro fisheries 
ot the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
and they were, as soon as they werD 
launched, taken down to tho sea and put 
in commission at Halifax. Everything 
with respect to these cruisers was done 
openly und above board. The names of the 
builder* were known and an inquirer who 
took the trouble might find out all about 
them in a very short time. It would re 
quire less labor and a great deal less 
ingenuity to find out the facts connected 
with the cruisers than to invent all the 
storicH that were circulated with regard to 
them. 

Dr. Ryerson informed his visitor that the 
Americans- who believed that Canadians, as 
a people, are desirous of annexation have 
been grossly delude;', by a few noisy 
agitators. Not only is there no gcnerul 
feeling in favor of annexation, but the re- 
sistance to annexation is strong and wide- 
spread. The question has not as yot been 
taken seriously by the Canadian people, but 
when it is, it will be difficult to keep 
the peace between the loyal subjects of the 
Queen and the advocates of annexation. 
" The mou," said the Doctor, "who are col- 
lecting money (in the States) to promote 
the project of annexation, and who, I un- 
derstand, have secured about §10, 000, are 



simply keeping up this agitation aa a money- 
making scheme." 

Dr. Ryerson ib right. Tho grievances 
which the Americans have against Canada 
aro, for the most part, groundless and manu- 
factured for a purpose, and tho feeling in 
favor of annexation is very far indeed from 
being general iu any pal t of tho Dominion. 
The sooner Americans are convinced of this 
the better, for certainly thoso of them who 
have been brought to beliovo that Canada is 
ready to fly for refugo and relief into the 
arms of Uncle Sam will Gml that they have 
been impudently and grossly deceived. 

TARIFF CHANGES. 

The indications aio that changes will bo 
made iu the tariff during the next session of 
Parliament. Sir John Thompson showed 
at tho Toronto Board of Trade banquet that 
ho is not a bigoted upholder of tho present 
tariff. He said plainly that he did not re- 
gard it as perfect* and ho even went further 
and ltd Ids hearers to infer that there are 
on it " moldering branches :l that require 
to ho lopped off What thoso brivuehes are 
he did not say, but mobt of his hearers con- 
cluded from what he said that the lopping 
process will bo commenced soon. An ex- 
tensive revision of the tariff, as tho Premier 
suggested, cannot be made until it is known 
what tho Cleveland administration intends 
to do in tho way of tariff reform. The Ameri- 
cans will naturally expect that if they relax 
their trade policy in favor of Canada, Can- 
adians will make a corresponding relaxation 
in their policy in favor of tho United States. 
Wo do not think that there aro many iu this 
country who will oppose O policy 
of mutual concessions in trade be- 
tween the Americans and ourselves 
The great majority of Canadians will not 
consent to extending trade advantages to 
tho States which aro denied to Great Brit- 
ain ; but, short of that, very lew will com- 
plain of the closeness of the trade relations 
between us and our neighbors. It is, there- 
fore, greatly to be hoped that tho Demo- 
cratic trade policy will bo such as to pro- 
mote good feeling, good neighborhood and 
closer trade relations betweon the United 
States and Canada. 

The prospect of preferential trade be- 
tween Great Britain and this Dominion is 
at this moment rather dim. Tho people of 
Great Britain arc not in the humor just 
now to consent to taxes on food, be they 
ever so small, for any purpose whatever. 
Still the Fair Tradeis are working hard, as 
Is evidenced by the following resolution 
which was recommended by tho Central 
Purpose Committee of tho Council of tho 
BirmiDgliaifi Chamber of Commerce : 

That, In the opinion of this meeting, the 
future prosperity of British commerce must' 
increasingly depend on our commercial re- 
lations with our colonies, and, recognizing 
the fact that Canada has, by tho resolution 
of her Parliament, invited the Mother 
Country to enter into an arrangement for 
reciprocally preferential duties, we hereby 
urge upon the Government the necessity of 
taking this invitation into their immediate 
and most scriouB consideration. 

A fow years ago such a resolution as this 
would not be entertained for a single 
moment by any Chamber of Commerce in 
the United Kingdom. Tho United States 
could not object to an arrangement of this 
kind botweon Great Britain and the 
colonies, for iu making it the British Empire 
would be only following to a limited ex- 
tent the example of the United StateB, 
which has established not preferential 
trade between its different parts, but ab- 
solute free trade, with protective duties 
against ail the rest of the world. Pre- 
ferential trade with Great Britain is at pre- 
sent outside tho sphere of practical politics; 
but reasonable reciprocity with tho United 
States is, we hope, almost within the reach 
of the Government of Canada. 



THE GLOBE'S ENTERPRISE. 

Tho Toronto Globe has sent two commis- 
sioners into the rural parts of Ontario to 
find out how the farmers feel with respect 
to annexation. The Globo is to be com- 
mended for its enterprise, but we hardly 
think that there are many reflecting men 
who will praise it for its sagacity. " Com- 
missioners " of this kind generally see what 
they want to see. Besides, the most in 
dustrious and the most inquisitive of com 
missioncra can too and talk to but compara 
tively few people, and he has no guarantee 
that any considerable number of tho fow lie 
does see, take him into their confidence und 
say to him exactly what they think with 
respect to annexation. Besides, how few 
there aro among the discontented who have 
anv clear or intelligent idea of what is re 
quired to cure the evils of whloh they eom 
plain. It is most astonishing to see how 
little men know of the real condition of 
thoso whose appearance excites their envy. 
The saying that one-halt the world does 
not know how the other half 
lives, is not a half or a quarter 
of lhe truth, Those who are 
curious iu such matters noon find out that 
one-tenth of the world has no idea how the 
othor nine- tenths live. 

An Ontario funner said to a Globe Com- 
missioner : " I have one of the best farms 
that the sun shines on, and give mo the 
markets of the United States and I will 
mako money." Did this Ontario farmer 
know that there arc fanners who have tho 
market of sixty-five millions open to them 



Highest of all in Leavening Tower .Latest U. S. Gov't Report. 
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who not only do not make money but w ho, | 
in spite of all their efforts, are not ablo to 
keep out of debt 1 Farmers in Ohio, in 
Illinois, in Wisconsin and other States uro 
in the position he ivould like to occupy and 
yet thoy are not prosperous. Then the 
farmers of the Stale of Now York and tho 
New England States, with the market of 
the sixty-live millions at their doors, are 
not rolling iu wealth. What tale do tho 
hundreds of deserted farms in the Eastern 
States toll '! Is tho condition of tho cul- 
tivator of tho soil thoro better than 
that of tho Ontario farmer. If tho Ontario 
farmer inquired closely into the condition 
of the farmers of tho United States, us a 
class, ho would find that there is very little 
in the condition of tho American farmer in 
even tho host states that ho should envy. 
And it is much the same with men of other 
occupations. Ia work hard to got iu Cana- 
dian cities? So it is iu tho cities of tho 
United States. There are crowds of un- 
employed men and women in all tho cities 
of tho Union. Tho Rev. Mr. Flower 
showed tho world what misery and destitu- 
tion there are in tho great and rich city of 
New York, and he also revealed to the On- 
tario and other Canadian farmors tho un- 
happy condition of the men who till what 
u-ctl to be the fertile prairies of tho West 
and South-west of the United States. Is 
there anything in the condition of those 
farmers, economic, social or political, that 
tho Canadian farmer can envy ! 

THE VOTES POLLED. 

The cfiiciul returns of the Presidential 
election are a long time in reaching Wash- 
ington. Tho results of the vo'c for 
Eleotors in the several States are ascer- 
tained aud declared by the State authori- 
ties, in compliance with tho requirements of 
the State laws, aud certificates sotting forth 
the names of the Electors appointed and 
the number of votes cast for each 
aro forwarded to tho Secretary of State of 
the United Sta.ea, that the authority of 
such persona to act as Presidential Electors 
may be certified and made known. It is 
from thoso returns that the aggregate vote 
ii know n und data obtained from which tho 
last election can be compared with previous 
elections. It was not until a week ego that 
tho oomplote table of the popular vote was 
published in the leading newspapers of the 
United States. It is seen by this table that 
tho total vote for Presidential Electors in 
all tho States was 12,068,505, aud that the 
plurality for the Democrats was 382,342. 
The Democratic plurality in 1SSS, although 
t'ao Democratic candidate was not elected, 
was 95,534, while iu 1884, w hen the Demo- 
crats elected their man, their plurality was 
23,005. This is a political paradox which 
outsiders find it difficult to understand. 

The number of votes pollcel at the last 
election for Mr. Cleveland was 5,554,685, 
for President Harrison 5,172,343, and for 
General Weaver 1,0-10,000 ; for Bid well, the 
Prohibitionist candidate, -27-'{,:! l-l ballots 
were cast. 

In 1 SSS 5,536,242 votes were cast for Cleve- 
land, r., H0,70S for Harrison, 240,870 for 
Fisk, Prohibition, and 1 10,830 for Streetcr, 
Union Labor. 

Tho Electoral vote d'lTera slightly from 
the returns hitherto published; it is Cleve- 
land, 277; Harrison, 145 and Weaver '22. 
This gives Cleveland 110 over the combined 
vote of Harrison and Weaver and 132 over 
Harrison. In 18S8, when Cleveland's plur- 
ality was, as we have seen, 05,534, he hod 
only 108 votes in tho Electoral College, 
while Harrison, who was actually in the 
minority, had 233.

HOARD OF TRADE. 

Interesting Discussion tit An Open 
Hooting- of the Council Yes- 
terday Morning. 

Nayigatiou of (lie Fraser— What Has 
Been Asked For by Victoria Mem- 
bevs of Parliament. 

An open meeting of tho Council of the 
British ColumbU Board of Trade was held 
yesterday mnrning, when a good deal of im- 
portant business was brought up and dis- 
cussed. Tho chair was occupied by the 
president, Mr. T. B. Hall, the other mem- 
bers present being Colonel Prior, M.P., 
Thomas Earlc, M.P., Messrs. Robert Ward, 
E. A. McQuade, C. 10. Renouf, W. F. 
Bullen, A. B. Gray, R. P. Rithet, J. H. 
Todd, A. C. Fiutnerfelt, M. T. Johnston 
and D. R. Ker. 

Mr. Bullen, chairman of tho committee on 
manufactures, reported as to tho cedar for 
making lead pencils, about which some in- 
quiries had been made. The different mill- 
men in the province had not seen any ,voou 
of the kind. The report and samples of the 
cedar that could bo had, were forwarded to 
Mr. H. C. Beetou, Loudon, financial agent 
for the province. 

A discussion on two important matters in 
commercial law followed, first as to the 
proposed insolvency act, and second as to 
tho registration of co-partnerships. Mr. 
Kobsou, secretary of the New West- 
minster Board, wrote, notifying tho 
British Columbia Board of Trade that in 
their opinion such an act ought to be 
secured if possible. On motion of Mr. 
Robert Ward, the Question of tho registra- 
tion of co-partnerships was held over until a 
copy of the bill proposed by the Vancouver 
Board of Trade should be examined. 

The secretary of the New Westminster 
Board of Trade forwarded a copy of a reso 
lution passed by tho Board urging upon the 
Dominion Government tho necessity of 
building a dredge to be used to keep the 
Frasei river clear, S3 that at all times the 
river would be navigable. 

Mr. Farlo stated that, as a member of the 
Dominion Parliament, he had endeavored at 
different times to get appropriations for all 
parts of the Province, and if, after consid- 
eration, he camo to the conclusion that the 
money would bo spent to advantage, lie 
would use his influence in support of the 
efforts of tho New Westminster member to 
get the allowance. 

After some discussion, Mr. Robert Wunl 
moved, seconded by Mr. 1). R. Ker, that 
the Board endorso tho resolution of the 
Now Westminster board and any other 
scheme that would be favorable to the navi- 
gation of tho Fraser. 

A copy of VVhitaker's almanac for 1893 
was received, with thanks, from Mr. H. C. 
Beeton. 

Mr. Thomas Earle wrote that he had re- 
ferred the letter re duty on -condensed milk 
to the Minister of Customs. 

An offer of Mr. N. Shakespeare to tho 
Board of two fully paid up shares of B. C. 
Board of Trade Building Association stock 
at fifty cents on the dollar, was accepted 
with thanks, this being the lirst movement 
to enable the Board to obtain possession of 
all the stock. 

After some general discussion ou the ex- 
change rate and insurance commissions, Mr. 
Thos. Earle said he would like to hear what 
the Council of the Board of Trade thought 
about the requirements of tho city. He 
said that for two years ho had been en- 
deavoring to have the quarantine station 
improved, and the Government had now 
promised to put the British Columbia 
station on the same footing as the one at 
Gross; Isle, Mr. Gamble, the agent of the 
Public Works Department here, having 
been called to Ot tawa to receive instruc 
tions. The new buildings would cost about 
S!)0,O0O. He and his colleagues had been 
urging, and wotdd continue to urge upon 
the Government, the necessity of 
erecting new customs, post offieo and 
other buildings here. He bad pro- 
posed to the Government two years 
ngo that, they should use tho present custom 
house for the marine department and build 
a new custom house and postoffioe, but tho 
price asked for suitable sites was a draw- 
hack. He considered that about $300,000 
would be needed for these new buildings, 
and he know it was h ud to obtain such a 
large appropriation. Tho Government, how- 
ever, hid promised to erect the new. build- 
ings, if not immediately, at least before Mr. 
Farle retired from the House. 

Mr. R. Wood suggested that the Victoria 
members should point out to the Dominion 
Government tho largo drain on British 
Columbia's resources and the very small re- 
turn made The Government obtained a 
big revenue from British Columbia, but did 
very little in return. 

Colonel Prior, M.P., said ho had pointed 
this out to tho Government time and time 
again. He had written to the Government, 
interviewed them personally and spoken on 
tho subject in tho House. Tho city ro- 
oeived about 40 per cent, of her revenue in 
the way of improvements. The Govern- 
ment knew whut was ' quired, but did not 
seo fit to do anything. All tho Britirdi 
Columbia members would unite in urging 



upjn the Government tho necessity of 
making improvements required. 

Mr. Ker drew attention to the James Bay 
flats, and hoped that the City's represent- 
atives in the Dominion House would urge 
upon tho ^Government the importance of 
having something done to remedy th.o ovil 
us it now exists. If the flats were tilled up 
and wall built instead of tho bridge, it 
would bo of great advantage to tho city. 

Col. Prior — Tho Dominion Government 
won't build tho wall for you. 

Mr. Ker— W e don't expect that they will, 

Mr. Farle— When it was proposed by the 
City to build tho wall they wanted some 
six or seven feet more than their property. 
Vou must dump the stuff thore, and from 
outside, and I'm sure tbo Government will 
have no objection to that. 

Mr. Ker— But I understand there is 
some difficulty about fore shore rights. 

Mr. Renouf siM that such was tho case. 
Mr. Weiler put in ft claim, showing that 
the filling up of the flits would injure his 
business, but Mr. Pendray offered to forego 
auy claims which ho might have. Until 
the question of foreshore rights be definitely 
set tled, it was useless to talk of lilling in 
the flats or building a wall. 

Mr. Ward — There can be no doubt what- 
ever a3 to tho right of the city to thoso 
mud flats at James Bay. 1 have Eeen that 
tho corporation ol aimed tho credit of 
securing them— I balievo when Mr. Fell 
was Mayor ; but tho fact is that it wus this 
Board of Trade that got them from tho 
Government, as can be shown from papers 
hero. 

Mr. Renouf — I understand there is part 
of this property which belongs to the Local 
Government 

Mr. Ward — Vou will find the letters on file 
to substantiate what I Hay. When Mr. Purily 
tho engineer wns here, he made the remark 
" Vou ate tilling up those fUts with dirt. 
Had the Government known that was your 
intention you would not have got thorn." 

A discussion ensued as to the proposed 
Merchants' Exchange in the new Board of 
Trade buildings, 

Mr. Rithet hoped that the apartment 
would be preserved, a» it would be of great 
advantage to business men and visitors. 

A committee consisting nf Messrs, Ward, 
Ker, and Renouf wai appointed to draw up 
by-laws for the regulation of the Merchants' 
Exchange, and ascertain what support such 
a branch of tho building would he likely to 
havo. 

The Council then adjourned. , 
IN THE SUPBEtti COUIIT.

1, that the verdict was against 
the evidence anil the weight of evi- 
dence ; 2 and Ji, that there should have 
been a nonsuit ; I, for misdirection ; 
5, that tho question of contributory negli- 
gence in the plaintiff in not informing de- 
fendant that the horse was weuk in limb 
andapoor feeder, was not left to tho jury; 
(i, that the verdict did not decide tbo (|iies- 
tion of contributory negligence. 

J. Stuart Vates for tbo appellant, and 
Robert Cassidy for tho respondent, to the 
preliminary objection, that the C C. 
Amendment Act,",Stat. B. C, 1892, Cup. 10, 
Sec. .'!: " ;> In appeals from final judg- 
ments, decrees or orders, if the amount 
involved be under two hundred and fifty 
dollars, the appeal shall In: limited to some 
question of law or tho admission orrcjection 
of any evidence, or for misdirection, 1 ' 
excluded all grounds of appeal going to 
questions of fact-, and that the misdirection 

complained of did not appear on the notes. 
That the only question open was, possibly, 
the question of non suit, and that, as it ap- 
peared that there was evidence to go to the 
jury, the court on this appeal had no juris- 
Uotion to inquire further. 

The question of law must appear to have 
been distinctly rais:d ut the trial. Smith 

Baker, App. ('as., 1891, p. 325. Carr v. 
Stringer, 2 B and E. , 123, How v. L and 
N. W. Ry Co. 1892, 2 B. 1). 49tt, A non- 
suit was moved for at tbo close of plain- 
tiffs ease, but no motion lor nonsuit on the 
whole ease was made. 

'The Court— The only question open to 
appellant, is whether there was any evidence 
whatever to go to the jury. 

After hearing Mr. Fell on this point, the 
Court, without calling on Mr, Cassidy on 
the main question, dismissed tbo appeal 
with costs, on tho grounds that there was 
no question of law involved, but merely a 
question of evidence and weight of evidence, 
there being some evidence to go to a jury.

Supposed Arrest of One of the Mirnl 
erera of Missionary Largo 
at Azabu. 



Cold Weather at Shaufrliai— Pacific 
Mail Steamer Routes-Short 
Orange Crop. 

The C.r.R. steamship Empress of Japan, 
■which arrived hero yesterday, brought lat 
cat Orient&l advices as followa : 

Tho police of the Kuragi District in Ka 
ragawa Prefecture havo arrested a man who 
now lies under suspicion of being the inur 
derer of Mr. Largo. His name is said to hi 
Horimoto Tei, and he is tho seventh son o 
one Yoshiakira, who residea at No. 32 
Miyashita-cho, in the Azabu district of 
Tokyo. Of late, however, he has beon call- 
ing himself Ikenohata Horimotoura, and 
lodging with a haberdasher named Kaneko 
in the Shitaya district. The attention of 
tho police was drawn to him by hia lavish 
uao of money, and by hia pawning articles 
•which seemed over-good for hia cir- 
cumstances. Tho point that connects hun 
■with the Azabu murder is said to bo that 
among the articles pawned by him, somo 
are undoubtedly the property of Mr. Largo. 
But this statement appears to have 
precisely an opposite significance, for the 
Bimplo reason that no articles at all were 
carried off by Mr. Largo's murderers. Had 
tho men stolen anything, there might have 
been better hope of tracing them. But the 
solitary clue to their identity was a pipe 
cbbo and tobacco pouch, which one of them 
dropped in his flight. 

By last advices the weather at Shanghai 
was intensely cold. Much disquietudo wna 
being folt about the prevalence of small pox, 
mauy foreign residents having being attucH- 
ed ; and vaccination was being largely re- 
ported io. 

Tho death is reported at Shanghai of Mrs. 
R. W. Mansfield, wife of the British Vice- 
Consul. 

It is announced that during tho wintor 
months on the trips from Yokohama to San 
Francisco, the steamers of tho Pacific Mail 
Co. will not go North of Latitude 40, there- 
by avoiding tho cold and disagreeable 
weather so often experienced on tho Great 
Circle Track, which on tho routo to Sau 
Francisco reaches Latitude -18 North. 

The Fooohow Echo says the orango crop 
is very deficient this year. As compared 
with last year, the crop will bo at least 50 
per cent, short, and tho price, in conso- 
ciuencc, ia at present 81.50 dearer than last 
year. At this increase of price shippers 
who had contracted in good timo are doing 
but little. 

The German steamer Nauyang, which 
arrived at liongUong on the 14th iust., had 
a terrible experience on her voyage, No 
less than eighteen of the crew, after leaving 
Batavia, were prostrated by Java fover, 
which is of a peculiarly malignant type. 
The captain himaolf was incapacitated 
from duty the whole of tho voy- 
age. Shortly after the commencement 
of tho voyage two men, probably 
while in the delirium of the fever, jumped 
overboard during a heavy N. B. gale and 
were seen no more. Both men deliberately 
leapt over the bulwarks in broad daylight, 
and such spontaneous acts of auicido could 
only have been committed, under tho circum- 
stances, by men whoae minds were tem- 
porarily unhinged. 

Dysentory made great ravages during 
1892 throughout Japan. According to offi- 
cial investigations the total number of cases 
was 09,231, of which 15,811 ended fatally. 
The rate of mortality was thus 22g per cent. 

Smallpox is prevalent in many places, 
especially in the Prefectures of Gumma, 
Yamaguchi and Hyogo. The total number 
of caBes reported from these places are 
75,19 aud 121 respectively. The. disease 
has also invaded Hokkaido, where , the num- 
ber of eases has reached 2,409, of which S59 
havo resulted in death. 

The official inue8tigation into the collision 
between the Zambesi and a Japanese 
steamer on December 9, resulted iu the 
court find ins the roaster, officers and men 
free from blame in connection with this 
casualty. The master acted in a prompt 
and seamanlike manner in beaching hia ship 
at once to save life and property. 

Mr. O'Connor, tho new British minister 
to China, had an audience with the Em- 
peror in December, the result of which is 
^escribed in native newspapers as satis- 
factory, . . 

Mr. Lehz, Outing's cyclist, left Shanghai 
on the 2,'ird of Nov. on his journey through 
China to Bhamo, Mandalay and Calcutta. 
Hia original plan was to take a route Bome- 
-vvhat Bouth of that traversed by the unfor- 
tunate Margary, but in Shanghai he was 
tlisstidded from that, and ultimately de- 
cided to follow the course of the Chinese 
telegraph liue along the Yangteze to Chung- 
king, Luchow, Bechi, Shuenwei, Yum- 
nanfu and Tengyuch, Borne 3G miles from 
Bhamo. 

In consequence of the result of the de- 
cision of the naval court of inquiry into the 
circumstances attendant upon the collision 
between the Ravenna and tho Chiahima 
ICan, a threatening letter has been sent to 
the British minister. Constables have been 
despatched by the Metropolitan police 
bureau to provide for any outbreok of dis- 
turbance.

THE CASTAWAYS. 



Eight Shipwrockod Mariners and 
Their Uuvamishod Talo. 

On it December morning, in the yenr 
1883, a mail steamer, homeward bound 
from a Kew Zealand port, was ap- 
proaching the meridian of the Horn, 
but on a parallel more southerly than 
it is now the custom o:* steamships to 
take in rounding that stormy, tee-girt, 
desolate and most inhospitable of all 
headlands. 

December in those distant regions is 
mid-summer, and the weather of that 
morning was as fair and still as a 
breezeless April day in this country, 
but the swell of the vast truct of ocean 
ran ceaselessly— reminiscent respira- 
tions of a giantess whose conflict with 
the heavens is eternal, and whose 
breathing pauses are very few and far 
between, indeed. Over this long, dark 
blue, ^westerly swell the, great metal 
fabric went sweeping in long, floating, 
launching courtesies, whitening the 
water astern of her with a mile of 
walce. 

The chief officer was on the bridge; 
the first breakfast bell had rung and 
the captain, smart as a naval officer in 
buttons and laee trimmings, quitted the 
chart room and joined the mate to take 
a look around before going below. This 
skipper was a man of eagle sight, and 
instantly on directing his eyes over the 
ship's bow he exclaimed: 

"What is that black object yonder?'' 

The chief mate peered and the cap- 
■ tain leveled a telescope. 

"A ship's boat," said he, "and seem- 
ingly full of people." 

The boat, when sighted, was some 
three or four miles distant, and the 
speed of the steamship was about thir- 
teen knots. In a few minutes the 
alarm in the engine room rang its re- 
verberatorv warning, sending a little 
thrill of wonder throughout the ship so 
rarely is that telegraph handled on the 
high seas. 

"I count eight men, sir," cried the 
chief mate, with a binocular glass at his 
eye. 

Again the engine-room alarm rang 
out; the pulsing that for days had been 
ceaselessly throbbing through the long 
fabric languished, and in a few min- 
utes to another summons of the metal 
tongue below ceased, and the great 
steamship floated along to her own im- 
petus slowly till the boat was within 
the toss of a biscuit of! the bow, with 
the passengers crowding to the side, 
and sailors and waiters and steerage 
folk blackening the rail forward. 

The occupants of the boat consisted 
of eight wild, hairy, veritable scare- 
crows of men, dressed in divers fash- 
ions— Scotch caps, yellow sou'westers, 
sea boots, toil-worn monkey jackets, 
and the like. 

"Boat ahoy!" hailed the captain, as 
she slowly washed alongside. "What is 
wrong with you?" 

A fellow standing up in the stern 
sheets cried back in a strong Yankee 
accent: 

"For God's sake, sir, take us aboard! 
Our water's almost given out, and there's 
nothing left to eat." 

"Look 'Out for the end of a line," 
bawled the captain. "Are you strong 
enough to get aboard without help?" 

"Aye, sir, we'll manage it." 

A rope was thrown, and one after an- 
other the fellows came swinging and 
scraping and scrambling up the clean 
side of the steamship. The passen- 
gers crowded around 'and gazed at 
them with curiosity and pity. Their 
sympathetic eyes seemed to And famine 
painfully expressed in the leathern 
countenances that stared back through 
mats of hair. 

"We must let your boat go," said the 
captain, 

"Can't help it, sir; tha nkful enough 
to be here, I reckon," answered the 
fellow who had called from the stern 
sheets and who acted as spokesman- 

"Anything belonging to you to come 
out'. 1 " ' 

"Nothing, by the ctarnal. Let her 
go, sir. If sailors' sea blessings can 
freight a craft she ain't going to float 
long." 

The boat was sent adrift, the engine 
bell rang out, once more the great mail 
steamer was thrashing over the long, 
tall heave of t ape Horn swell. 

"How came you into this mess?" in- 
quired the captain, 

The man who had spoken before 
in ado answer: 

"We're all that's left of the crew of 
the Boston bark George Washington. 
She was a whaler, one hundred and 
eighty-four days out. It were four 
flays ago. I was the iirst to smell lire, 



some while arter two o'clock, in the 
middle watch." 

"It wanted ten minutes to six bells," 
exclaimed a man, and a general, em- 
phatic, hairy nod followed the inter- 
ruption. 

"1 was the first to smell fire," con- 
tinued the other, "call it what hour ye 
like. I gave the alarm and till hands 
turned to with hoses and buckets. Ifut 
there was a deal of oil in the hold, and 
the ship's planks was thick with grease 
besides, and that gave us no chance. 
By ten o'clock in the morning the 
flames had bttrsted through and was 
shooting up mast high, and then we 
calculated it was time to look to the 
boats." 

The others stood listening with hard, 
solid, leathery faces, generally gazing 
with steadfast eyes at the speaker, but 
sometimes glancing askant at the cap- 
tain and the crowd of others which 
stood around. 

"There was a tarnation ugly sea run- 
ning," the man went, on, "and, the 
wheel being desarted, the ship had 
fallen oil" and lay in the trough, and the 
lowering of the stern boats, whalemen 
though they was who had the handling 
of 'em, cost our company of twenty- 
eight souls the loss of all hands, sa ring 
them as stand afore ye." 

"A bad job! A measly, cruel, bad 
job!" here broke in a. long-jawed man, 
wdiose brow and eyes were almost con- 
cealed by a quantity of coarse red hair. 

"Well, us eight men got away in the 
boat," proceeded the spokesman, 
"bringing along with us nothin' but a 
small bag of bread and about six gal- 
lons of fresh water. We've been wash- 
ing about since Tuesday, and now, the 
Lord be praised, here we be, with a 
chance of getting something to eat, 
and, what's more pleasureable still to 
our feelings, the opportunity of com- 
fortably turning in:" 

A murmur of pity ran among the pas- 
sengers, several of whom were ladies, 
and there was more than one somewhat 
loud whisper to the effect that the cap- 
tain ought really to send the poor crea- 
tures forward at once to get some 
breakfast instead of holding them 
starving and dry with thirst to talk. 
The eagle-eyed skipper, however, 
asked several questions before dis- 
missing them. 

"Since, then, by their own confes- 
sion, the fire gave them plenty time 
to escape from the bark, how was it 
they had left her so ill-provisioned as 
they represented?" 

This was most satisfactorily account- 
ed for. Other inquiries of a like nature 
were responded to with alacrity and in- 
telligence. Every sentence that one or 
another of them let fall was cor- 
roborated by the rest. Their tale of 
suffering, indeed, in. the open boat 
was almost harrowing, and the cap- 
tain, with the first note of sympathy 
that his voice had taken, ordered them 
to go forward, adding that after a good 
hot meal had been served them they 
might turn in and sleep for the rest of 
the day wherever they could make 
a bed. 

At the breakfast in the saloon noth- 
ing was talked about but the American 
whaler that had been consumed by fire, 
the dreadful drowning of some two- 
thirds of her crew and the miraculous 
deliverance of the survivors from the 
inexpressible perils and horrors of an 
open boat in the solitude of the 
stormiest part of ocean the wide world 
over. A benevolent gentleman pro- 
posed a subscription. Before the 
luncheon bell was rung a sum of thirty 
pouncls sterling had been collected. 
The incident was a break in the mo- 
notony, and when the eight men reap- 
peared on deck during the afternoon 
they were promptly approached by the 
passengers, who obliged them to recite 
again and yet again their melancholy 
story of maritime disaster. 

On the morning of the third day fol- 
lowing the date of this rescue a ship 
was sighted almost directly in a line 
with the vessel's course. As she was 
ncared she was seen to be rigged with 
stump or Cape Horn topgallant masts; 
she was also under very easy canvas, 
which gave her a very short-handed 
look in that quiet sea. Great wooden 
davits overhung her sides, from which 
dangled a number of boats. She pre- 
sented a very grimy, worn aspect, and 
had manifestly kept the sea for months. 
It was observed by the chief officer, 
standing on the bridge of the steamer, 
that the eight, rescued men, who were 
Looking at the sail ahead, along with 
some of the crew and steerage passen- 
gers, disclosed several symptoms of 
uneasiness and even of agitation. Sud- 
denly the stripes and stars, with the 
i.tars inverted, were run aloft to tin- 
peak end— -a signal of distress. The 
engines were slowed and the steamer's 
head put so as to pass the vessel within 
easy nailing distance. A man aboard 
the bark stood in the mizzen rigging. 

"St e ;imer ahoy!" he roared. 

"Hello!" 

"I have lost a boat and eight of my 
men. Have you seen anything of her?" 

The captain, who had gained tin- 
bridge, lifted his hand. 

"Bark ahoy!" he cried. "What bark- 
is that?" 

"The George Washington, whaler, of 
Boston, one hundred and eighty-four 
days out." 

The captain of the steamship con- 
cealed a sour grin. 

"How came you to lose your boat and 
tin- men?" 

"They stole her one middle watch 
and sneaked away from the ship." 

The captain of the steamship laughed. 

"We have your men safe here," he 
shouted; "glad to learn that you are 
not burned down to the water's edge, 
and that the rest of your crew look 
brisk-, considering that they are 
drowned men. Send a boat and you 
shall have vuur rations."— W r . Clark 
Russell, in Wit and Wisdom.

ANCIERS were in their 
glory yesterday, when 
at.2 o'clock the fouith 
annual exhibition of 
the British Cohimbiu 
Poultry, Dog and Pet Stock 
Association, was formally 
opened by Lieut. -Governor Dewdney. His 
Honor was briot in hia remarks, which were 
complimentary to both the Association and 
tho exhibition, and hia little speech from 
the balcony was made uudor diiliculties. 
Dogs and chickens do notttiake -au attentive 
audience, nor do they realize that applause 
should not bo continuous. Thus it was that 
His Honor's remarks wero curiously punctu- 
ated with all the exclamation marks known 
in dogdom and tho poultry yard, which 
may have been appreciative and certainly 
were spontaneous. 

Theie is uoticoablo improvement this 
year in tho arrangement of tho exhibit dogs; 
of which there aro 1")G in all, Btill tho great 
disadvantage of cold is even more marked 
than last year. Tho fowls aro comfortably 
housed in tho show 1001119 on tho Cormor- 
ant street side of tho building ; the great 
majority of the dogs aro chained to the rail- 
ing, where they are tho victims of draughts 
innumerable. Being high-bred dogs and 
accustomed to comfortable quarters, muuy 
of them will take cold, and, if their owners 
respect their feelings, will not bo shown 
sgaiu until suitable benches are found for 
them, 

Tho dogs now shown aro of all sorts and 
conditions, from tho tiny toy terrier to the 
.St. Bernard, every class being fairly repro 
aented both numerically and in quality 
The collies, which woro li st to receive at 
tentiou from the judges, wero fortunate in 
having to pass inspection by a gentleman 
who understands them and appreciates 
their beauty and intelligence — Mr. James 
Chalmers. Out of the many representative 
collies shown, a Nanaimo dog, " Claremont 
Garry," son of the 85,000 champion Chris- 
topher, and owned by Mr. Charles Demp- 
ster, is conspicuous. V\ inning on every 
point, his head, enrs and coat urc notably 
tine, and his only apparent fault is a dispo- 
sition to carry hia Uil tou high while ou the 
run. A daughter of tjiis nuro prize-winner, 
owned hy Mr. J. B. Carmicliael, of this 
city, takes first and special in the puppy 
class, while the second prize puppy is bred 
from Mr. Merritt'a lirst prize bitch. 

Directly opposite the collies, on the other 
side of the house, are the pointers, not very 
strong in numbers nor yet of more than 
average beauty, the heads being generally 
too thick. The setter class has tilled well, 
and the specimens include no poor animals 
Among t ho English setters " Lolamontez," 
from the Mount Tolmie kennels, and her 
offspring "Ring," aro deserved favorites, 
Irish setters aa a class aro a little off color 
on the dark aide, though there nre a few 
credjfable exceptions, Perrin's "Ireland 
Vet "and "Irish L'iss " included. This 
pair came from the Green Isle itself, and 
sre from a kennel winning upwards of a hun- 
dred first prizes, cups and championships. 
The Gordon setters ar<j strong, us usual; It ihh 
water spaniels are creditably represented ; 
while four handsome members of the grey 
hound family — black, fawn and iiiouae — ul 
ternately shiver and plead for friendlj 
notice. 

Fox-terriers are fair as a class in every 
way, so are Irish terriers, and cocker 
spaniels are unusually numerous, and in 
quality above the average. Pirgs and laj 
digs appear to be declining in popularity, 
very few being shown, bul these lew being 
good. The foxhounds aro a small party, 
but cxclusivo in the consciousness of merit, 
while a pen containing mother and three 
pretty children is a feature of the show, 
Only one pair of mastiiTd represent the class, 
Mr. Chambers being the owner. Mr. Snow- 
den lends to the exhibition an Irish wolf- 
hound, lf> months old, and the only animal 
of its kind in the country, Ic is indeed n 
beauty. Of the St. Bernards, Mr. S, E H. 
Snider, of Nanaimo, shows t lie most novel 
specimen— a rough-coated fonr-year old, 
from Switzerland, whose looks lead the un- 
educated in dog lore to call him a New- 
foundland. There are 110 Newfoundlands 
in the show. 

A pretty feature of the dog show is the 
use made of a number of high class photo- 
graphs of sporting dogs, loaned by Mr. D. 
M. Eberts, 'M.P.P., and hung over the 
representatives of tho rai::s pictured. 

The poultry occupy threo largo show- 
rooms, which are very conveniently and 
advantageously situated, both for exhibitors 
and the public. In the first of these The 
Green Lake Poultry Yard, of Seattle, show 
a number of Buff Leghorns, famous layers, 
and the first of their family to bo exhibited 
in British Columbia. W. Dean, of Gordon 
Head, introduces another stranger, the lilue 
Leghorn, while tho rose combed White 
Leghorns arc alro new to British Columbia, 
anel likely to be popular. In games, the 
novelty is in the lino of tho Siamese and 
Japan birds, the latter, closely resembling u 
pheasant, and an excellent table fowl, being 
shown by Mr. J. B. Carmiohael. Indian 
games make the best display in the room, 
being pretty in form and feather, 
and at tho • same time good eat- 
ing and consequently popular with 
the fanciers. Leghorns arc in the 
usual quantity, both Brown and White, 
while ot Plymouth Rocks there is a small 
showing but of good birds. Houdans, 
Wyandottes and Silver Grey Dorkings are 
not specially conspicuous. 

The second room is devoted ohiofly to the 
Asiatics. Tho Light Brahmas have a poor 
representation, only 10- birds, while the 
Partridge Cochins are hero the banner birds 
with close on 40 exhibits, some of them 
Seattle prizo winners. Of the Huff Cochin." 
there are over 20 birds, all high class, Dr. 
Walkem of Nanaimo being tho foremost 
exhibitor. Of the Plymouth Hocks there are 
about tho same number, including several 
of the best birds in the building, any one of 
which would fairly represent its claso. 
In Langshans, Mr. Merritt makes a guod 
display of fifteen or moro birds, and Pit 
games are numerous, thirty lighters in all, 
anel every one game to tho backbone. The 
olel favorite Black Spanish, or laying breed 
having few superiors, muster u doziii pens 
of average merit. 

Bantams aro tho feature of tho third 
room, quite a number of the exhibits hav- 
ing been brought all the way from England 
either on foot or in the egg. Dr. Walkem 
and Messrs. Wallace and Lobb of Nanaimo 
uro responsible for tho best, features of this 
exhibit. Tho twenty odd specimens of 
tho Black Minorcas aro all fair, whilo the 
Exhibition Games aro Cranc y enough to 
please the most, particular.

Morritt's Aylesbury and Pekin ducks, the 
large exhibit of Rower, being also crodit- 
able.

By building short 
branches from Kaslo to the Slocan mines 
and toward Trout Luke the road would 
monopolize tho hauling of the ores of both 
those regions, aa well as the hanling in of 
BUpplies for the miners.
